(jucslcd the opinion of the Court, and 
pending ils decision, respited Phita. The 
prisoner has had the henefit nf counsel, 
tnd eicry cirrurrutancc that could 1 be 
urged in bis favour has been put forward 
to mve his life ; whilst the Judges 
afforded the greateft latitude to th* pri- 
aoner' • counael, by admitting argument! 
on technic ill tie* in the Inf ruination, 
which should hare been taken 
in the trial, a whole day was con- 
sume 1 1 in wading through every Act of 
Parliament and every Act of our local 
I^egialature at all btaring Upon the case, 
and the Judges, without even cadluig 
upon the Arroatitcv-fjEitESAL to 
answer the objection*, unanimoualy
